On April 12, 1961, between 9:07 and 
10:44 A, M, a Russian Astronaut, Major 
Yuri Alekseyevick Gagarin was in orbit ! 
one hour and 29 minutes, He returned safely to earth with a parachute, While he 
was up in orbit, he sent four messages saying everying was O. K, and was watehing 
the earth, Gagarin went more than 17,000:miles an haur, six times faster than man 
ever went before, Also on May 5, 191, about 10:30 EDT,Alan Shepard, an American 
Astronaut, was shot into space at Cape Canaveral, The astronaut went 115 miles ow 
in the Atlantic Ocean where he was picked up safely and placed aboard an American 
Navy ship, We are now in the "Space Age", So, Outer Space, here we come;
